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PULPIT ECHOES. 

THE KIND OF MEN WE NEED. 

Sermon Preached at the Congrega¬ 
tional Church, October 2nd, hy 
Rev. Arthur Varley. 

‘■•Danrel purposed in bis heart that he 
would not defile himself with the por¬ 
tion of the king’s meat, nor with the 
wine which he drank.” 

Daniel 1:_8. 

Daniel apparently was a man of 
purpose, man with an ideal, an 
aim. We read the h istory of God’s 
chosen people and we find that had 
It not been for her Daniels scatter- 
ed'^here and there—men Yvho be¬ 
lieved in the “one true God” and 
in His right to rule—Israel would 
have become extinct long ago. 
Public opinion is nex’cr the first to 
grasp and set in motion any great 
principle or law which in its oper¬ 
ation makes men and women bet¬ 
ter, and elevates humanity. This 
kind of work is always left to some 
mastermind, some great soul, who 
lives beyond his day and age. 
Thus, as we read over the Jong, 
splendid story of English history, 
we find that it is not British pub¬ 
lic opinion recognizing first the 
principles that lie at the bottom of 
true progres.s and civilization, re¬ 
alizing the divinity of man’s invi¬ 
olable rights, that has made Eng¬ 
land the powerful nation that she 
is in the world to-day. In like 
manner reading over the shorter, 
but no less interesting, no less 
splendid story of American histo¬ 
ry, we find that it is not American 
public opinion grasping and appre- 
cijatlng first the great idea of civil 
liberty and the right of God to di¬ 
rect the affairs of nations, that has 
made America the strong nation 
that she is to-day. Rather, it is the 
Daniels'scattorcd here and there, 
the .8ingle individuals, men of 
brain, of heart, of soul, called by 
their friends and genoration cranks, 
fools, or something of that sort, 
clinging tenaciously to their ideas 
because they believe thorn to bo 
right, agitating and agitating un¬ 
til public opinion has been roused 
and drawn into sympathy and in¬ 
to line, that have made the Eng¬ 
lish-speaking people masters of the 
world at the present time. The 
lesson is worthy our time and con¬ 
sideration. It is a lesson fit for us 
to learn. 

In the present instance the story 
of Daniel is more or less familiar. 
Nebuchadnezzar besieged Jerusa¬ 
lem, conquered it, and carried her 
children into captivity. Among 
the number carried away were Dan¬ 
iel and his three companions, Han- 
auiah, Mishael, and Azariah. After 
they had reached their new home 
a^d settled down to their now 
work under their new master, the 
king desired that certain of the 
children of Israel should be taken, 
in whom was no blemish, but skill¬ 
ful in wisdom, and uudorstanding 
science, whom they might teach 
the learning and tongue of the 
Chaldeans. Daniel and his TEree 
companions were chosen. They 
were to be treated royally. They 
were to bo given daily a portion of 
the king’s meat and of the king’s 
Yvine. But Daniel remeinbered the 
promise of God to the seed of Abra¬ 
ham. He knew what the com¬ 
mandment of God was to his chos¬ 
en people with respect to meat and 
drink offered unto idols; and so 
far as he was concerned, however 
it might effect his now situation, 
or his relation to the king; howev¬ 
er it might effect Israel’s National 
life, as an intelligent man, know¬ 
ing the commandments and the 
promises of Jehovah, he would be 
true to his conscience, his country, 
and his God. Ho ‘^purposed in his 
heart that he would not defile him¬ 
self with the portion of the king’s 
meat, nor with the wine which he 
drank.” The moral is clear and 
plain. What this town, this coun¬ 
try, this world, needs is men wlio 
in every walk of life, dare to be and 
to do right. 

It is a very obvious fact that' as 
a: human race, somewhere in the 
dim and distant past we had an 
origin. Because we had an origin, 
another very obvious fact is, that 
somewhere in the dim and distant 
future we have a aestiny. In this 
nineteenth century we occupy 
some place between those two 
points. Believing that^our origin 
waa shaped by an Infinite and 
-Wise Power, so we believe that the 
Infinite God has shaped out a des¬ 
tiny towai'd which we are moving. 
Along with the march of humani- 
ly from its origin to its destiny, 
certain institutions have grown up 
throagh which God works to the 
ennobling of the human race, the 
fitting of men’s souls for the desti¬ 
ny that His wise providence has 
shaped out. These Institutions are 
the Home, the Church, the School- 
house and the Government. And 
It is the relation In which men 
; should stand to these institutions 
to which I want to apply the spirit 
ofmytojiic. 

Ist.—The Home.—To study the 


developments of the home through 
its different stages and conditions, 
from the time when the human 
family existed—to allow the argu¬ 
ment of certain skeptical men 
claiming to be scientific—simply 
as a mere animal horde,up through 
polyandry and polygamy, until 
the monogamous state or condi¬ 
tion was reached, must certainly 
prove an interesting study to all 
who care to engage in it. To mej 
the home is first in interest and' 
importance, because the home I 
alone guarantees the existence of 
all other institutions that bless the 
world. Destroy the home and all 
other beneficent institutions would 
go to the four winds of the earth. 
Destroy the home, and barbarism 
and anarchy would be terms alto¬ 
gether too mild to express the con¬ 
dition into which human society 
would be plunged. 

People talk about Art, Lit¬ 
erature, Science, Poetry. We 
may take the results of these 
things, as they have accum¬ 
ulated through centuries and we 
shall have to place them upon the 
home as a foundation. For not 
until the monogamous idea was 
grasped and appreciated; not un¬ 
til the human mind grasped the 
idea that it was only right before 
God and men that one man should 
choose one woman, and love and 
cherish her, and her only, as long 
as they both should live, did Art 
and Science, Literature and Poetry 
really commence to live and grow 
in the earth. And just as that 
idea has become more deeply fixed 
in the human mind, become more 
precious and .sacred, just so far 
have these things grown and devel¬ 
oped, and filled the world with 
their light and blessing. In the 
department of Literature and Po¬ 
etry, Art and Science, all the great 
souls whom the world delights to 
honor, have been blessings to the 
world, not bocauso of the ^rce of 
their own genius primai'ily, but bj’ 
reason of the fact that ai'ound them 
wore thrown the influence of a 
strong, pure, sacred, home life. 
What causes the difference be¬ 
tween our feelings when we read 
Edgar Allen Poe and Lord Byron 
on the one side, and Whittier, 
Longfellow, Hemans, Milton, Bry¬ 
ant, on the other? What might 
be‘called grand in Poe dr Byron 
strikes upon our ears like the wail¬ 
ings of lost souls, souls out of har¬ 
mony with themselves, with the 
world, and with God, or as “blasts 
from hell itself.” While what is 
beautiful in the other comes to us 
as the natui-al overflowings and 
outpourings of souls at peace with 
themselves, the world, and God. 
Why this difference? Because 
whatever home life the former had 
was hell upon earth. The latter 
lived in little heavens. 

John Wesley was a great 
man. Ho founded a great de¬ 
nomination in many respects. 
But John Wesley would have 
been a greater and a better 
man, if, instead of having been 
linked with a she-devil, it had been 
his good fortune to be linked with 
a good, strong, pure woman, and 
the denomination he formed would 
have borne the impress of a great¬ 
er and stronger individuality. A 
had home is no strength to the 
community. It is a curse. A man 
must put his first and best inter¬ 
est into the home. A woman must 
put into it her first and best love. 
A man and a woman have no right 
whatever to build a home unless 
they are perfectly ready and will¬ 
ing to do this. The woi-ld needs 
belter men in the home, the source 
of life. Behind our present-day 
moral, educational, and political 
demoralization we need a stronger, 
purer, more sacred home life. 

2nd.—The Church.—Next to the 
home the church is without paral¬ 
lel among the institutions of the 
world. Outside of this it is great¬ 
er than everything else. We turn 
to a stniy of the two great divis¬ 
ions of the church, the Roman 
Catholic and tlm Protestant, and 
we are convinced that if the Bo- 
man Catholic church has been a 
failure in the world—"and we-be¬ 
lieve it has^—it is because its meth¬ 
ods have been, and are, incompat¬ 
ible with human nature, wbRe 
its doctrines are at variance with 
man’s common sense. On the oth¬ 
er hand, if the Protestant church 
has been a success in the world— 
and we believe it has—it is because 
its methods are not incompatible 
with human tfature, while its doc¬ 
trines appeal to the common sense 
of men, and pay the Jiighest re¬ 
spect to the inlelligence and love 
of the individual. The very fact 
that at the head of the Roman 
Catholic church there sits a man, 
or a set of men, who dictate to her 
communicants just what they 
shall? believe anfi what they shall 
not believe, Is an insult to human 
Intelligence. ■ 

The Protestant church, by its 
methods and doctrines, comes 
nearest to a correct Interpretation 
1 and expression of the Christ Life 


and Mind. That Christ is its head, 
is lio narrow or selfish claim. The 
church must be Christ-like in its 
make-up. Its business is to devel¬ 
op Christ-like Character. Ever 
and anon we are told that we must 
keep the Church and State separate. 
In a peculiar and precious sense, 
that is true. In so far thatwe can¬ 
not blend, intertwine, or confound 
the functions of Church and State; 
in so far that each has a separate 
and distinct work to perform in 
the world, the Church and State 
raiist be forever kept separate. 
But some men who tell us this fact, 
indicate—by the very way in which 
they say it—that the State is every 
thing aDd the Church nothing. Or 
that the-Ghnrch is evorythmg and 
the State nothing. Both assump- 
tiohs are wrong. There is a deep 
and sublime sense in which you 
cannot separate one from the oth¬ 
er, any more than you can take 
away one steel rail from a railway 
and expect progress to be made. 
For back of the civil activities 
of men, there must be the ac¬ 
tion of the great moral influences 
of the Church. "While they must 
be kept separate from their begin¬ 
ning to their end, yet there are 
more than a thousand ties that 
bind them together, for they are 
the two great steel .rails, so to 
speak,along which humanity must 
move lo peace, prosperity, hope, 
and life. What the world needs is 
men who recognize the necessity 
of the one, as well as the necessity 
of^, Iho other; who understand 
what the business of the Church is,-^ 
what the business of the State is, 
what their relation iSj- and whose 
fixed and unalterable purpose it is 
to keep them in their proper place. 

3rd.—The Schoolhouse.—^I need 
hardly comment on the virtue of 
the Schoolhouse relative to the end 
toward which the human race is 
moving. A man may be good and 
honest and be ignorant, but his cit¬ 
izenship will be at fault, for it is 
only the ignorant, or the crav¬ 
en and cowardly, that become the 
play, and sport, and tool of politi¬ 
cians. It is possible for ignorance 
•and goodness to go together, but 
ignorance is oftener linked with 
vice, and filth, and crime, and sin, 
than it is with purity, prosperity, 
and peace. The Schoolhouse is not 
a convenient place for children 
where they may be sent out of the 
way of the housewife for a few 
hours during the day. It is a God- 
glven institution, and sustains a 
very vital relation to our life. It 
is where boys and girls, growing 
up into manhood and womanhood, 
learn the value of thought and the 
power of reason; where they ac¬ 
quaint themselves with facts and 
figures, ^ laws and principles, the 
end of which is lo make them 
strong, useful, and influential in 
life. 

A man may be ignorant and 
be good enough to gain an entrance 
into the kingdom of God. But, it 
seems to me, his comprehension 
and appreciation of the laws, the 
will, and the love of God, will be 
far below that of the individual 
whose comprehension and appreci¬ 
ation of the laws, the will, and the 
love of God are supported by a 
keen mind aqd a well-trained intel¬ 
lect; I am of the opinion that, did 
God take no account of the differ¬ 
ence between ignorance and educa- 
cation, wo should hardly need our 
schoolhouses ;our faith and preach¬ 
ing would be vain; there would 
practically bo no need of that great 
sacrifice of comfort-and life, that is 
being made in order that heathen 
darkness and barbarism may be 
won over to Christian light and 
truth; there would hnve been little 
need of tbe Gospel. But that men 
approach and attempt the govern¬ 
ment of our educational institu¬ 
tions for selfish and political ends, 
is something too palpably clear, to 
deny. One of the crying needs of 
the present time, is for men who 
will dare to fight for the dignity 
and the freedom of the schoolhouse. 

4th.—Goyernment.—If we may 
call the Goyernment an institution, 
it is an institution of the • people, 
for the people, and by the people. 
Strange that we should find so 
many money-making scoundrels in 
politics. The institution of what 
we call Government m America, is 
supposed to be the concentration of 
the opinions, and the operation of 
the will of millions of people. The 
grandeur of this institution—and 
of similar institutions in other 
countries—^lies in the quality of 
manhood and morality they make. 
But apparently all the attraction 
that a government position has for 
some men is the number of dollars 
they might in that way, put in 
their pocket. Why is it that great 
statesmen have lived in the hearts 
and affections of men irrespective 
of party? Why do Englishmen 
honor the name of Gladstone, or 
Americans love the names of 
Washington and Lincoln.irrespect¬ 
ive of political creed, if not for the 
fact that they dared to be wen first 
and Tories, Liberals, Radicals, 


Democrats, or Republicans after? 

Thus have these four ^ Institu¬ 
tions, the Home, the Church, the 
Schoolhouse, aud^the Civil Organ¬ 
ization, grown up with the march 
of humauity from its origin to its 
destiny. They are God-sent, God- 
blessed ; they touch life at its four 
cardinal points. The great need of 
this village, this country, this 
world, is men who dare to act and 
live for their best and highest in¬ 
terests. Men whose purpose It is 
to oe true to the Home, the founda¬ 
tion of society; true to the Church, 
the great conserver of righteous¬ 
ness to the world; true to the 
Schoolhouse, as it trains the mind 
of man to grasp and appreciate the 
lawsand -principlesof -the material 
universe, and the right of God to 
rule; true to the Civil Organiza¬ 
tion the chief end of which is to pre¬ 
serve and perpeluate those domes¬ 
tic, moral, and educational inter¬ 
ests of which we have spoken. 
Humanity needs men who—like 
the brave Daniel—dare to bo true 
to their Conscience, their Country, 
and their God. 

Reception. 

Last Thursday evening a recep- 
i tion was tendered Mr. and Mrs; 
Arthur Varley at Garland Chapel 
by the Ladies’ Club. The ladies 
of the club, and by the way, they 
never do things by halves, com¬ 
pletely changed the appearance of 
the chapel, making a most cosey 
and inviting place to receive one’s 
friends and to-be-friends, and here 
the new pastor and wife assisted 
bj’ Mrs. J. U. Puriugton, received 
about one hundred'and thirty of 
Bethel’s people, who were greeted 
upon entering the chapel by Mrs. 
J. G. Gehring and presented by 
the ushers of the evening. Dr. Geh¬ 
ring and. E. C. Bowler. No denom¬ 
inational lines were drawn and a 
goodly number of the representa¬ 
tives of the other churches came 
also to unite their greetings 
and good wishes with those of the 
people of Mr.Varley’s parish. 

The hours between S and 10 wei’e 
passed in social interview and ex¬ 
change of greetings; two flower- 
trimmed tables at one side of the 
chapel were filled with the dainti¬ 
est of Bethel’s china and here tue 
fair hands of Misses Ruby Clark, 
Angie Chapman, Eva Barker and 
Alice Purington dispensed de¬ 
licious coffee, while Misses Carlson, 
Gehring and Chapman saw that 
each one present had a bountiful 
supply of cake.

How They Should Be Cooked and Who 
They Arc Good JFor, 

Starch forms an ..important ele¬ 
ment of human food in every cli¬ 
mate except the arctic, where fat, to 
which starch is somewhat related 
chemically, takes its place. 

In.many minds an imperfect idea 
of what constitutes starchy foods 
prevails. The various preparations 
resembling powdraed laundry starch 
and cornstarch, such as arrowroot 
and farina, form but a small part of 
the starch eaten. About one-half 
the bulk of wheat, rye, oats, peas 
and beans is starch. Of potatoes 
about one fifth is starch, and of rice 
and corn about three-fourths. 

The digestibility of starch is great¬ 
ly enhanced .by proper cooking. As 
a general thing, starchy foods are 
not cooked sufficiently. 

Young children especially suflrer 
from insufficiently cooked starchy 
food. Steamed oatmeal and whea^l 
preparations should be boiled an 
hour hhfore they are served to chil¬ 
dren. If fed to children under 2 
years of age or to those troubled 
with stomtfch disturbance, they 
should also he-strained. When the 
various cereals are used in the grain, 
merely hulled .and unpulverized, 
they should be soaked in cold water 
for several hours and then boiled 
from two to three hours. 

Crackers, in all of which starch is 
the chief ingredient, may be given 
to children after they are 18 months 
old. If eaten between meals, th-ey 
are best taken with milk. 

One reason for the frequent faulty 
digestion of starchy foods lies in in¬ 
sufficient mastication. The actual 
digestion of starchy articles should 
begin in the mouth by a process of 
thorough mastication; otherwise, 
since starch is not acted upon in the 
stomach, they remain practically 
unaltered and undigested until they 
have passed from the stomach into 
the intestine, where digestion of the 
starchy matter recommences. 

Starchy foods, if imperfectly mas¬ 
ticated previous to their introduc¬ 
tion into the stomach, aro liable to 
a partial fermentation, which inter 
feres with the active digestion of 
other articles of diet." 

Starch is demanded by the system 
forsupxilying heat and muscular en 
ergy. Outdoor workers can cense 
quently utilize a large quantity of 
starchy food. Oatmeal, for example, 
forms an excellent article of every¬ 
day diet for them, while those whose 
occupations keep them sedentary or 
within doors should partake of it 
sparingly.—Youth’s Companion.

Items In Beekeeping^. 

During the spring and early summer 
the bees should have the full benefit of 
the sunshine, but when the torrid sun 
begins to beat down it is well to provide 
some shade. I simply place on top of 
the hive a board 2 by 8 feet, with a 
three-quarter inch cleat between the lid 
and shade board for an air space. That 
makes it quite comfortable for my little 
workers in their home. 

Bees like salt water, and if some is 
kept in a vessel near the apiary with 
some wooden floats on it for the bees to 
alight on it will serve as a useful pur¬ 
pose. Jt satisfies a want and promotes 
the health of the bees.—American Gar¬ 
dening.
